Statistics show that, in spite of 
persecution, torment, and threats, 
more than half the German people 
hold tenaciously to the Catholic 
faith. Recently an article appeared 
in the “American” magazine, in 
which the author, Ernst Winkler, 
leader of the Catholic movement in 
Germany, recounts the unbelievable 
horror of a concentration camp. Herr 
Winkler was imprisoned in an effort 
to wrest from him the names of his 
associates in the movement. How- 
ever, supernatural forces enabled 
him to withstand the punishment 
meted out. 

This is a clear proof that as long 
as God is held in the hearts of men, 
the spirit is stronger than the flesh.

CONCERNING 
SPIRITUAL READING 

In this day and age it is almost a l 
paradox to see sophisticated mem- j 
bers of the “sub-deb set” wax en- ] 
thusiastic when spiritual reading is j 
mentioned. Yet such is a reality . . . 
and a refreshing one, at that. 

During Lent spiritual reading has 
become part of the daily academy 
program. The material is selected 
primarily from the pamphlet “spe- 1 
cies”, with a view to cope with the 
needs of the pupils, as well as to 
open up new paths in the road to j 
complete, spiritual living. 

The fact that spiritual reading is 
so often an alien to a young book- 
lover’s reportoire is a deplorable 
one.

So 
often youth craves for a knowledge 
of God and the host of possibilities 
for both a present and a future hap- 
piness which that knowledge con- 
notes.

Spiritual reading literally vibrates 
with potentialities that may be in- 
dividually and personally effected 
into act. When such is the case, the 
result, especially in the souls of the 
young, is ineffable. 

Material limitations tangibly af- 
fecting youth can be successfully and 
potently counteracted by spiritual 
reading.

QUOTABLE QUOTES 

(By Associated Collegiate Press) 

“Most of us waste from one-third 
to one-half of all the time we spend 
reading. Reading clinics at Dart- 
mouth and other institutions are 
proving that 99 out of 100 of us 
could streamline our reading ability 
by devoting 10 or 15 minutes daily 
l’or a month to simple, stimulating 
exercises. The average adult reads 
about 250 words a minute. After a 
brief period of self-training, he 
should be able to read between 400 
and 600 words a minute. The fun- 
damental rule for increasing reading 
speed is simply this: For five min- 
utes every day for a month, force 
yourself to read a little faster than 
is comfortable. Don't worry if oc- 
casionally you miss the exact mean- 
ing of a phrase, sentence or even a 
paragraph. Just keep plowing ahead, 
grasping the main theme and letting 
the niceties of expression go hang. 
It’s a good idea to keep a record of 
how many words you cover during 
five-mintue sessions each day. To 
simplify the word count, just figure 
the average number of word to a line 
and multiply by the number of lines 
you have read.” Robert M. Bear, di- 
rector of Dartmouth College Read- 
ing Clinic, urges abolition of wasted 
effort in reading.
